When the floors of G ettysburg Col­ 
lege open next September for the be­

Diehl 
Stahley, who h as served the institu­ 
tion 
continuously 
for 
thirty 
one 
years. 


Students 
following 
the study of 
biology were recently 
informed 
by 
Dr. Stahley 
himself that 
he 
had 
tendered his resignation to the Board 
of Trustees and intended bringing his 
active teaching career to a close this 
month. 


The acceptance of the resignation 
of 
Dr. Stahley 
by 
the Board 
of 
Trustees will m ark the passing from 
active duty of another one of the men 
whose life has been devoted to the 
interests and advancement of G ettys­ 
burg College. 
Tor over thirty years 
Dr. Stahley has devoted himself en­ 
tirely to thorough instruction of the 
students coming 
under 
his 
super­ 
vision and th e reward of his efforts 
may readily lie seen in the success of 
many graduates of his departm ent. 
In his career here Dr. Stahley has 
concentrated his efforts on his college 
work to such an extent that has not 
fM-rmitted his gaining a wide repu­ 
tation throughout the state as would 
have been the case if he had accept­ 
ed scores of invitations to speak at 
im portant m eetings of medical men. 
The following brief sketch of Dr. 
Stahley’s career was written by Dr. 
John W agner, of Hazleton, 
and ap­ 
peared in the 1907 “Spectrum ": 
“George Diehl Stahley was born in 
Easton on September 9, 1850. 
A few' 
years 
later 
his parents 
moved to 
Stone Church w’here he received his 
early education. 
In the fall of 1867 
he entered Pennsylvania College at 
Gettysburg 
and 
was graduated 
in 
1871. 
Continuing 
his literary pur­ 
suits he received 
the degree of A. 
M. from his Alma Mater in 1874. In 
1875 he graduated from the medical 
departm ent 
of 
the 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
“ Having become deeply 
interested 
in the professional study of insanity 
he was appointed Assistant Physician 
in the 
Pennsylvania State 
Hospital 
for the Insane at Harrisburg 
where 
he served from 1875 to 1887. 
From 
1887 to 1889 he was consulting spe­ 
cialist in m ental and nervous dis­ 
eases in E asto n. 
After telling how D r. Stahley got 
into prominence at G ettysburg Col­ 
lege by speaking before the Alumni 
Association the biographical 
sketch 
continues: “ In 1896 being profoundly 
impressed with 
the need 
of a bio­ 
logical departm ent at 
Pennsylvania 
College, Dr. Stahley 
petitioned the 
Board of T rustees to establish such 


b departm ent. Permission was g ra n t­ 
ed and work w as begun in the fa ll." 
The rem ainder of the 
article was 
devoted to praise of Dr. Stahley for 
the excellent results he has achieved 
in the biological departm ent. 
Four years ago Dr. Stahley 
and 
his wife moved 
into the 
beautiful 
house on the cam pus at Carlisle and 
Stevens street which they built and 
presented to th e institution. In future 
years D r. Stahley intends to m ain­ 
tain his interest in the work at the 
institution to which 
he devoted the 
greater p art o f his life.
